PETERSBURG — A 
three-state 
alarm is out for three y oung men 
who held up the p rop rietor of a 
general store and gas station at 
R a b i n s . SIX miles south of here on 
Route 28. 
Cp l, D. E. Adams, of the West 
Virginia State Police detachment | 
at Petersburg, said the three men, 
all in their early 20’s. drove up to 
the store and gas station about 7 
p . m.

PETERSBURG — A three-state 
ila rm is out for three young men 
who held up the proprietor of a 
general store and ga* station at 
^C abins. six miles south of here on 
Route 28. 
Cpl. D. E. Adams, of the West 
Virginia State Police detachment 
at Petersburg, said the three men, J 
all in their early 20’s, drove up to J 
the store and gas station about 7 
p rn. The proprietor. George Adam 
Reiss, came out and filled their 
tank with gas and checked the oil. 
The men followed him into the 
store 
and 
when 
Reiss 
turned 
around he saw that he was covered 
with a gun. 
Reiss's wife was in the storeroom 
at the time of the armed holdup. 
The man and his wife differed as 
to the type of weapon the men 
wielded, she said it was a sawed- 
off shotgun while Reiss thought it 
had been a 30-30 caliber rifle. 
After taking $215 in cash, the 
men grabbed two cartons of cigar­ 
ettes. five jack knives, and a pair 
of blue dungarees. The trio of 
armed robbers then backed out

the store and sped away in their 
IMO or IM I steel-gray Plymouth 
car. Th** car had a new paint job.

H® did not know 
that the place had been the victim 
of an armed robbery until Reiss 
came out and shouted the alarm 
Sions gave chase in his car but the* 
bandits were able to outdistance 
him. 

Adams that the 
men were strangers to the Grant 
County area and that he remem­ 
bered one of them had driven to 
the gas station early yesterday 
morning and purchased $1 worth 
of gasoline. The officer believes 
that this member of the trio was

Precedent Shows Case Against McCarthy Is Flimsy

The Monolithic Party 


Befo re Stalin, th e internatio nal Co mmu nist party 
inclu ded many facets o f o pinio n. 
Th ere were many 
v arieties o f v iew's and many differences as to meth o ds o f 
winning th e w'o rld to co mmu nism. Th e party co ngresses 
w'cre really o ften meetings at w'h ich th e debate was tense 
and ex citing. Also , th e Co mintern was no t bo u nd to Ru ssia 
wh ich was o nly o ne co u ntry in it. In fact th ere were times 
wh en th e German Co mmu nist party w-as as impo rtant as 
th e Ru ssian party and th e h o pe o f th e Bo lsh ev iks was th at 
Germany wo u ld stage th e majo r Marx ist Rev o lu tio n. 
Stalin ch anged all th at. He destro y ed all dissent, all 
differences o f o pinio n. 
He h ad th o se wh o o ppo sed h im 
killed o r ex iled. He redu ced th e Co mintern fro m an inter­ 
natio nal o rganizatio n to a branch o f th e Kremlin. Th e 
Ru ssian Co mmu nist party became th e directing agency o f 
th e rev o lu tio nary mo v ement. 
Ru th Fisch er, wh o h ad been o ne o f th e effectiv e h eads 
o f th e German party , cites th is ex ample o f wh at Stalin did 
to remo v e h er fro m th e Presidiu m o f th e Co mintern, in 
h er bo o k, “Stalin and German Co mmu nism” : 


‘‘Sta lin, ho wev er, ha d a no ther pla n. All members 
o f the Presidium, my self included, were required under 
Co mintern dLscipline to sign the Open Letter a nd then 
to defend it in o ur pa rties. Thus I wa s driv en to sign 
my o wn po litica l dea th wa rra nt a nd to co nfess my 
sins in public.” 


Fu rth er sh e wro te; 
“ Th u s th e principle o f h ierarch ical discipline was 
applied against me. If th ere are differences in th e Po lit­ 
bu ro , its decisio n by majo rity v o te is binding o n all m em­ 
bers and th ey are no t allo wed by Bo lsh ev ik precepts to 
discu ss th eir po int o f difference ev en in th e Central Co m­ 
m ittee. Dissidents in th e Central Co mmittee m u st defend 
th e co mmittee’s po int o f v iew ev en m th e party ; party 
decisio ns h av e to be defended o u tside th e party ev en by 
m em beis wh o disagree with th em. Th u s at ev ery lev el 
disagreem ent is kept to th e gro u p o f minimu m size, and 
at each step do wn th e h ierarch ical scale th e nex t larger 
bo dy is presented with a u nanimo u s mandate. Th e secrecy 
o f each Ix x ly ’s deliberatio ns is sacred; fo r a member o f 
a co mmittee to discu ss th em with so meo ne in a lo wer 
h ierarch ical u nit is th e Co mmu nist equ iv alent o f a serio u s 
misdemeano r.” 


This wa s in 19 25 , when Sta lin wa s clea ring a wa y 
the impediments to his po wer. He so ught to build a 
dicta to rship a nd he did it a t the co st o f ev ery principle 
o f decency . One rea so n tha t Sta lin wa s so successful, 
no t o nly in Russia but in the Co mmunist pa rties o f a li 
co untries, wa s tha t he split the pa rties into Left a nd 
Right a nd middle-o f-the-ro a d a nd a lso he put la rge 
numbers o f members o n his pa y ro ll. 
Fo r insta nce, 
a bo ut o ne-twelfth o f the Germa n pa rty wa s in Russia n 
pa y . Wha t sha re o f the pa y ro ll o f the America n pa rty 
wa s o n the Russia n pa y ro ll? Ho w ma ny Chinese Co m­ 
munists were o n the Russia n pa y ro ll? 


Miss Fisch er say s o f th is: 
. . Bu reau crats are ev ery wh ere th e pro ps o f a 
po litical apparatu s: th e pecu liar featu re o f th ese Ru ssian 
cadres with in German labo r was th eir secret co o rdinatio n, 
th eir military co ntro l by secret agents, th eir direct affilia­ 
tio n with th e center in Mo sco w 
. . . ” 


In a wo rd, it wa s a n a stute co rruptio n o f tho se who 
co uld no t turn ba ck fro m the co urse they ha d a do pted. 
The sta te pa rty a nd the pa rty sta te were Sta lin’s 
a chiev ement which Hitler co pied. These two men ha v e 
disturbed o ur a ge a nd o ur liv es mo re tha n a ny o ther 
fo rces. The strength, fo r insta nce, o f the America n 
two -pa rty sy stem is tha t it reco gnises v a st differences 
o f v iew. Sta lin a nd Hitler killed o ff a ll differences o f 
po int o f v iew. 


Th o se wh o sh o u t fo r u nity in th e United States h av e 
already fo rgo tten th at u nity ex isted in Stalin’s Ru ssia and 
Hitler’s Germany . Th ey killed o ff ev ery indiv idu al wh o 
impaired u nity . Ou r strength is in o u r differences, no t in 
u nity . Wh en we create a po litical sy stem wh ich is into ler­ 
ant o f difierences, we sh all be fo llo wing th e ex ample o f 
Stalin wh o rejected ev ery departu re fro m an acceptance 
o f th e v iew's o f th e leadersh ip o f th e party o f wh ich h e 
became th e so le leader. Th e ADA is an agency o f u nity 
and co nfo rmity in th e United States.

His colleague are 
now talking about hitting him with 
a one-two punch. 
N um ber One Punch: This will 
be the censure vote itself, which 
should send Joe spraw ling. Now 
th at the W atkins Com m ittee has 
knocked down M cC arthy’s guard 
by recom m ending censure, m ost 
senators are eager to vote against 
him. 
N um ber Two Punch: A group of 
senators, led by Republican Ralph 
Flanders of V erm ont and Demo­ 
c ra t Clint Anderson of New Mexico, 
are planning to follow- up the cen­ 
sure vote with a dem and that Mc­ 
Carthy reply to the long-unansw er­ 
ed questions about his finances. 
This could lead to the final knock­ 
out 
blow—nam ely, 
im peachm ent 
by the Senate. 
Meanwhile, doctors at Bethesda 
N aval Hospital whisper th at Mc­ 
C arthy’s recent "sick spell” was 
not so much sinus as it was nerves. 
It is true that M cCarthy has had 
chronic sinus trouble. It is also 
true that, im m ediately after the 
W atkins recom m endation to cen­ 
sure him , M cCarthy turned .p at 
B ethesda Naval Hospital for sinus 
treatm ent.

The Monolithic Party 


Before Stalin, 
the 
international 
Com m unist 
party 
included 
m any facets of opinion. 
There were m any 
varieties of view-s and m any differences as to methods of 
winning the w’orld to com m unism . The party congresses 
w ere really often m eetings at which the debate was tense 
and exciting. Also, the Com intern was not bound to Russia 
which was only one country in it. In fact there were tim es 
when the G erm an Com m unist party was as im portant as 
the R ussian party and the hope of the Bolsheviks was that 
G erm any would stage the m ajor M arxist Revolution. 
Stalin changed all that. He destroyed all dissent, all 
differences of opinion. 
He had those who opposed him 
killed or exiled. He reduced the Com intern from an inter­ 
national organization to a branch of the Kremlin. 
The 
R ussian Com m unist party becam e the directing agency of 
the revolutionary movem ent. 
Ruth Fischer, who had been one of the effective heads 
of the G erm an party, cites this exam ple of w hat Stalin did 
to rem ove her from the Presidium of the Com intern, in 
ber book, "Stalin and G erm an Com m unism ": 


"Stalin, however, had another plan. AII members 
of the Presidium, m yself included, were required under 
Comintern discipline to sign the Open Letter and then 
to defend it in our parties. Thus I was driven to sign 
my own political death warrant and to confess my 
•ins in public." 


F u rth er she wrote: 
"T hus the principle of hierarchical discipline was 
applied against me. If there are differences in the Polit­ 
buro, its decision by m ajority vote is binding on all m em ­ 
bers and they are not allowed by Bolshevik precepts to 
discuss their point of difference even in the Central Com­ 
m ittee. Dissidents in the Central Com m ittee m ust defend 
the com m ittee’s point of view even in the party; party 
decisions have to be defended outside the p arty even by 
m em bers who disagree with them . Thus a t every level 
disagreem ent is kept to the group of m inim um size. and 
a t each step down the hierarchical scale the next laager 
body is presented with a unanim ous m andate. The secrecy 
of each body’s deliberations is sacred; for a m em ber of 
a com m ittee to discuss them with someone in a lower 
hierarchical unit is the Com m unist equivalent of a serious 
m isdem eanor." 


This was In 192S. when Stalin was clearing away 
the impediments to his power. Ile sought to build a 
dictatorship and he did it at the cost of every principle 
of decency. One reason that Stalin was so successful, 
not only in Russia but in the Communist parties of all 
countries, was that he split the parties into Left and 
Right and middle-of-the-road and also he put large 
numbers of members on his payroll. 
For instance, 
about one-twelfth of the German party was in Russian 
pay. What share of the payroll of the American party 
was on the Russian payroll? How many Chinese Com- 
munists were on the Russian payroll? 


Miss Fischer says of this: 
", . . B ureaucrats are everyw here the props of a 
political apparatus; the peculiar feature of these Russian 
cadres within G erm an labor was their secret coordination, 
their m ilitary control by secret agents, their direct affilia­ 
tion with the center in Moscow . . ." 


In a word. it was an astute corruption of those who 
could not turn back from the course they had adopted. 
The state party and the party state were Stalin's 
achievement which Hitler copied. These two men have 
disturbed our age and our lives more than any other 
forces. 
The strength, for instance, of the American 
two-party system is that it recognises vast differences 
of view. Stalin and Hitler killed off all differences of 
point of view. 


Those who shout for unity in the United States have 
already forgotten that unity existed in Stalin’s Russia and 
H itler’s G erm any. They killed off every individual who 
im paired unity. Our strength is in our differences, not in 
unity. When we create a political system which is intoler­ 
ant of differences, we shall be following the exam ple of 
Stalin who rejected every departure from an acceptance 
of the views of the leadership of the party of which he 
becam e the sole leader. The .ADA is an agency of unity 
and conform ity in the United States. It has invaded both 
parties, 
supporting 
individuals who will 
use existing 
parties as vehicles for election but rem aining true to the 
ADA program . Republicans are slowly waking up to this 
peril.

H iram Bingham , 
C onnecticut Republican, w as offi­ 
cially censured by the Senate for 
doing alm ost exactly w hat Dirksen 
did. The charge against Bingham 
w as th at he allowed an unauthor­ 
ized person to attend closed ses­ 
sions of a Senate com m ittee. 
Sim ple proof th at Bainville had 
no authority to represent Dirksen 
at the hearings is contained in the 
confidential files of the Senate Dis­ 
bursing Office. Bainville tried to 
collect expense m oney from the 
Senate for participating in the F ort 
M onmouth hearings last Novem­ 
ber. But the disbursing office flatly 
refused to pay him on the ground* 
that he w as not an authorized Sen­ 
ate representative. 
T hereafter. 
Bainville continued 
to attend the hearings ju st the 
sam e, but didn t try to collect ex­ 
pense m oney from the governm ent. 
The F ort Monmouth hearings, a t­ 
tended by Bainville, w ere so secret 
that they still haven’t been releas­ 
ed to the public. L ater, a t the 
Zwicker hearing, 
Bainville even 
went so far as to cast D irksen’s 
vote. 
NOTE—D irksen. who is knowm 
am ong his colleagues as "T he Wiz­ 
ard of Ooze" for his fluid oratory 
style, delivered the m ain speech in 
the Senate against appointing the 
W atkins C om m ittee. He is also pre­ 
paring to lead the floor fight to 
kill the censure vote.

Deck Laid For Valley Street Span 


S. T. Brotemarkle Construction Company crews are swarming 
over the new Valley Street Bridge, laying the deck for the span 
which is expected to be opened to traffic this fall. The concrete 
deck is being laid from the Mechanic Street end of the steel 
bridge, which was arched to comply with plans for the swift chan­ 


nel plan worked out for Wills Creek by the Corps of Engineers. A 
blacktop wearing course will be placed on top of the concrete. City 
officials said water and gas lines will be strung from the bridge, 
probably next spring. Service lines were re-routed after the old 
Valley Street Bridge blew up a number of years ago. 


Council To Discuss 
Engineering Plan 


One of the decisions which may 
be made by the Mayor and Council 
on Monday is who shall plan tho 
water line to the new Pittsburgh 
Plate Glass 
Company 
plant 
North Branch. 
Mayor Roy W. Eves said tho 
subject will come up before the 
Council on Monday, adding there 
are two possibilities which are 
being discussed. 
The first plan, which has re­ 
ceived considerable thought, is for 
the City Engineering Department 
to do the planning work and have 
details checked by a consulting 
engineer. 
The second is to employ a con­ 
sulting engineering firm to do tho 
entire task. 
Officials said there would bo 
considerable savings if the City 
Engineering Department would do 
the w’ork, since it could be accom­ 
plished with the help of one extra 
man for about a year and several 
days’ service of a consulting engi­ 
neer. 
A decision must be made within 
the near future, officials said, since 
the water may be needed at tho 
new plant in about 18 months. 
The water line, informed sources 
said, will probably be 16 or 18 
inches in diameter and will tap 
the 36-inch crosstown water line 
near Fort Hill so it will not inter­ 
fere with water pressures in any 
area 
of the 
city 
at 
times 
of 
unusual demands from the plant. 
Preliminary surveys show that 
the line will be about 5.3 miles 
long if it is routed so it will 
provide a source of water for future 
development of the city. 
It is understood that several 
major decisions, including plans 
for the Industrial Highway seg­ 
ment of the Crosstown Expressway 
plan, and plans of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad for yard de­ 
velopments in the area, will affect 
the planning stages of the water 
line. 
Over part of the route, the line 
will probably be laid just off the 
B & O right of way. 
The City Engineering Depart­ 
ment has* already made two pr.?- 
liminary studies of the route of the 
new line but has made no attempt, 
as yet, to evaluate the studies. 
Robert T. Regester, the city’s 
consulting engineer in the modern­ 
ization of the city’s filtration plant 
at Lake Gordon, volunteered what

Eves 
termed 
“valuable 
engineering advice” on the ne.v 
water line project while here this 
week to check progress on the 
filter job.

Eight Boys Fate 
Trial Today 


A Juvenile 
Court hearing for 
eight young boys, ranging in age 
between nine and 13. accused of 
virtually wrecking the interior of 
a house at 227 Humbird Street in 
a wave of vandalism, has been 
scheduled for IO a. rn. today be­ 
fore Magistrate J. Milton Dick. 
Detective Joseph Stitcher, w h o. 
investigated the vandalism, said 
that originally it was believed that 
only six boys were involved. Fur­ 
ther probing expanded the gang to 
eight boys. Stitcher stated the boys 
took a picture, necklace and knives 
from the house. 
They 
apparently 
entered

place by breaking glass out of the 
rear door, according to the detec­ 
tive. The house had been vacant 
since the owner and sol^b*>ccupant, 
an elderly woman, was taken to 
a nursing home in Oakland. 
The boys dumped the contents 
of dresser drawers onto the floor. 
Tidied knobs off the drawers, broke 
medicine bottles and poured the 
contents over the floor. Detective 
Stitcher said the vandalism might 
have been going on in the vacant 
house for as long as a month. 
The youngsters, 
all 
of 
whom 
lived within three blocks of thn 
damaged house, were released yes­ 
terday morning into the custody 
of their parents.
